contents were somewhat superior 
to this rather ominous portent. 

"Endangered Species" waa both 
Btronsly appealing and enjoyable. 
The theme of man's careless an- 
nihilation of other species was rele- 
vant and timely, 

I'm surprised that the stories 
"Graduation Day" and "The 
Greatest Editor Alive' ' were printed 
in the same iaaue. They had similar 
themes with human beings being 
deceived by illusions perpetuated 
by aliens. 

"Day of the Locust" by 
Masaoabu Sato and Jordan Black 
was another one of those stories 
that are nicely illustrated and 
smoothly written. But like so many 
stream -of -consciousness tales, it 
seemed to have little point to it. 

Finally. I thought that "The 
Highway" was an acceptable story, 
although a little heavy-handed and 
preachy at times. But the theme, 
with mankind allowing his own in- 
ventions to dominate him. al- 
though not unique, was entertain- 
ing.
